hundreds of hilli saw it, aod they knew 
at last, after centuriai they were final* 
ly to ba conquorad. When dawn broke 
the aoklian ware gatharad ano^ . tha 
trenehae taken the night before. A 
half dozen Moro children played on the 
blankets of the soldiers' and one little 
hungry fellow wast shivering with cold 
and hunger, there were two women 
Wounded «nd all around were the 
bloody mouthed, frightful, rigid dead. 
Within two feet of the ehiUren were 
the body of lix American aokHera, cov- 
ered with a tarpaulin. Thay wara floa 
looking young boja-moat of thcaa sol- 
diera were eighteen or twenty years 
old, ami many of them hail never heen 
in a hat tie l)efore, yet they had ruahe<l 
into s hand-to-hari'l i nmhat to meet as 
certain a death ait a soldier may know. 

Long before the fog had drifted from 
the summit of Oajo that morning, 
March 8th, Captain Lawton had begun 
his adyaaea on tha eatta oo tba north 
side oir the crater, nndar otdan of 
Colonel Duncan recleved about two 
o'clock that morning. The first excite-

Of course 
he was badly wounded. A Moro wom- 
an threw her baby at a soldier, and 
then made at him with a barong. She 
was shot down. A Moro threw hia 
baby an a row of bayonaU, and aa It 
stuck on one he Jumped and klllad tha 
abUiar behind the baymat. Mvata 
PMkard, troop, K. 4th. Cav. wu the 
man killed. A brave boepitai corps 
man was slain while applying, "first 
aid" to the injured soldierH. His duty 
was not on the tiring line but he waa 
there. Now the Americans who jumped 
into the trenches and k4lod indiscrimi- 
nately may have been cowardly or they 
may have bean brava, but It iMM to 
ma that h takaa a brava man to laap 
to almoet certain death, among poopio 
who will spring back when mortally 
wounded, and slash vicously with a 
knife, hoping to get in one death lilow 
as they draw their Ih-i lireath. 

Frequently the Moros would fire on 
the soldiers sent out to rescue the 
wounded Moroe who were without 
woapona, and take them to tha field 
hoepital where their wounds eouU be 
be droaaad by tha iurgaoa. 

How could tha Americana done other- 
wise than they did, the Moroi did not 
tik'i ' ai'cording to the rulaa of 'modem 
warfare. 

It is impossible for one who was not 
there to conceive the viciousness and | 
treach.-r\ of tt.eir attacks. While the! 
sight of the t'enches were shocking in | 
the extreme to even harden the nerves, 
it was more then pitiful to see the 
American dead. The Amorkaaa were 
fortunate la kialag ao few bmh. Yet 
If tha Moroe had utod aa good Judge- 
mantiathaUiiitasMrMWdid, hun- 
dradi of Anerfcaaa would hava been 
slaughtered. It waa due ta tba almost 
impregnable pooltioa of the Moraa that 
the loss of hfe to our aoldiers was so 
aevere. and the wonder of it i* that no 
more of the Americans were killed. It 
was impoeaible for the American s<>l- 
diera to leave the Moroa knger in the 
crater of Bud-Dajo. u tMr number 
was baing continually augmented. It 
was impracticable to try And starve 
them out, with their springs of water 
and their great amount of <tore* thrv
